A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.11 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the'

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The rejection of claim 135 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph 
was addressed - examiners suggested amending preamble of claim from "mammlian ABC1" to "human ABC1" to 
overcome the rejection. The rejection of claim 172 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph was addressed - examiners 
suggested reciting "mutant hABC1 polypeptide having ABC1 biological activity" in line 3 to indicate that the recited 
mutant has the activities for which modulators of ABC1 biological activity are being identified. The rejection of claims 
143 and 213 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph was addressed - the examiners reiterated the lack of relevant 
identifying characteristics used to describe the genus of mammalian ABC1 polypeptides as recited in the claims. 
Applicants argued that the functional characteristic of having lipid transport activity was a sufficient identifying 
characteristic to adequately describe the genus. The examiners indicated this characteristic is insufficient to fully 
describe the recited genus and suggested providing a structural limitation for the genus in the claims. The examiners 
suggested two possible structural limitations - 1) providing a limitation of having the ability to bind an antibody that was 
specific for the N-terminal 60 amino acids (amino acids 1-60 of SEQ ID NO:1) that appears to be necessary for lipid 
transport as described at pages 50 and 51 of the specification or 2) providing the limitation of a percentage identity 
(that finds support in the specification) to SEQ ID NO:1 . Applicants indicated that the first limitation was not acceptable 
as mutations in the sequence of amino acids 1-60 of SEQ ID NO:1 that prevent binding of the antibody to a polypeptide 
that otherwise retains lipid binding activity would limit the polypeptides for use in the method. Applicants indicated that 
suggested limitation 2 was more acceptable. The examiners indicated that such an a limitation would be considered 
favorably. However, the examiners indicated reluctance to allow such a limitation with a relatively low percentage 
identity (such as 50 % identity to SEQ ID NO:1) and would require further consideration to determine whether this 
limitation is sufficient to provide adequate written description and enablement. The examiners indicated that a higher 
percentage identity (that finds support in the specification) is preferred. 
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
